Michael Monahnn, editor of The Phoenix, brilliant essayist and 


on whose shoulders many say the mantle of the lamented ElheH Hub- 
bard will iall, takes issue with this vet-diet. In a reeenl issue of The 
Phoenix Mr Monahan, in a, eharaeteristic utterance, has this to say 
of the Bryan resignation ami the future's judgment: 


*;It is now clear to nil save those «ho will not -see, that Mr. 


Bryan's net in resigning tho Portfolio of State Mas a timely, well- 
advised and powerful demonstration which has greatly availed to 
keep vis out of this foreign war. 


" TWinestiiiiable service not alone to our country but to human- 


ity at lar«e, may well compensate Mr. Bryan for the abuse of a sec- 
tion of the press and the depreciation of the fat-headed. Tie has 
been long inured to the one and he is wise enough to lightly regard 
the other:—for neither interested malice nor public ineptitude will 
have the smallest weight in determining the final judgment of tin- 
nation upon the course he pursued. 


T am not n blind follower of Mr. Bryan, and with certain pet 


theories of his — as to prohibition, for example — 1 find myself in 
radical disagreement. But T rate him the foremost exponent of true 
democracy in o-ar country today— the greatest living personal force 
in holding this Republic to its just traditions 


And so regarding Ilie man, I thinh !m rcMimation was the big- 


gest act of his career, as il was assuredly the bravest in view of the 


obloquy sure to be encountered. It Bignalizcd'the bold intuitive gen- 
Ui8 of the mar.—and that absolute devotion to principle which has 
illumined his entire public life. Thl- attempt of his encinifs to show 
a petty or unwoi-thy motive for it has reacted with disgrace upon 
their own heads. 


Jle saw the war tide rising and threatening to carry the Admin- 


istration \\ith it. lie measured tin; jxtwerful influences that were 
seeking to push us into the abyss of war. He estimated the clamor 
of a stupid or sinister press pretending to voice the sentiment oi 
the whole people. 
He knew that tlie conventions ol office held him 


to a certain subordination as well as silence: lie i-'-alix/'d that IK- 
must meet this great public danger in the open as a free man with- 
out parly or official trammels. He aeted W-cordingly, and perhaps 
we shall never fully know how much reason we have to be glad of 
his decision. 
I think there is one person who entirely realizes it— 


the President of the United States! 


.Mr. Bryan (lung himself into the breach with characteristic >et 


sagacious daring, and instantly, effectively organized the counter- 
revolution against war, that has dashed the hopes and foiled the plans 
of the jingoes. 
Jt was a, brilliant, a masterly, an incomparable piece 


of work, showing Bryan the patriot and the tactician at his hesl: 
and as a public service I believe it cannot well be over-estimated. 


Always hated by the press of New York, which has failed to 


write him down in twenty years of perverse and outrageous depre- 
ciation, sounding the full gamut from caricature to calumny,—the 
rancor of these honest editors, in view of their latest discomfiture 
at the, hands of the Commoner, is scarcely to be realized. The Sin 
and the Times, for example, are almost Sadistic in their freshly ex- 
acerbated spleen against their old enemy; they clearly extract a volup- 
tuous pleasure from it; nay, they will never have done showing the 
ugly sore and squirting the pus at their readers! The meanness, the 
malice, !he littleness of the exhibition go to prove that American 
journalism has not bettered remarkably in character since it u 
stigmatized by Dickens according to its just deserts. 


51 r. Bryan can afford to be magnanimous, to smile on these em- 


bittered pressmen—nay, even to pity them. For indeed some of these 
pens of privilege merely write the thols of their employers, and Iho 
writers themselves hold very different views. 


The glory of having done, much to avert the horrors of war froir 


this country by an act of supreme courage and patriotism, will doubt- 
less reconcile Mr. Bryan to these minor irritations. And the doer 
praise of a grateful nation, of which no malice can deprive him, ma> 
well drown in his oar tho insect chorus of the malignant press.
